Dur­ 
ing that time the opportunity to 
study the loafers in the hallways 
in the winter time, and the self­ 
same loafers in the areaways, the 
corridors or the shaded steps and 
lawn in the summer has present­ 
ed itself time and again. Except 
for a few fresh patches

some of the frequenters there is 
no change in the general aspect.

endless toil and by

pointment after 
another. 
There 
are families who have dodged the 
jinx of hard luck, sickness, death 
and economic difficulties until the 
dud and mother have just simply 
folded up and 
in 
effect 
said: 
‘Aw, what’s the use” 
But there are 
more 
of 
the 
shiftless, lazy ilk who never have 
and who never will amount to 
anything; who flatly refuse to do 
day’s work; who are continual­ 
ly underpaid 
and 
overworked, 
and who never so much as turned 
hand at helping themselves. 
And that is the tripe 
that 
Ui 
being encouraged in shiftlessness 
and laziness. 
At once comes the yell, 
“We 
can’t 
find 
a 
job.” 
And 
echo 
should answer after six 
months 
or so, “No, and you won’t find one 
so long as you loaf around.” 
The answer is

one to be answered here.

“Legitimate business should not be hampered, as It only results in unem­ 
ployment. There should be an equitable distribution of the products of cap­ 
ital and labor. 
Safe working conditions should be provided for labor. La­ 
bor should maintain the right of collective bargaining and organized labor 
should be allowed to choose its own representatives without coercion or in­ 
terference from any source or by any means. 


“I have always opposed the cancellation of the debts owing the United 
States by foreign nations. 
I believe in a firm constructive foreign policy, 
and the settlement of international disputes by arbitration. 
I am opposed 
to the Interference of the internal affairs of other nations of the joining of 
any international orraniration that permits Interference by other nations In 
thè internal affair» ot our country. 
In my opinion, we should maintain an 
army and navy sufficiently adequate for national defense.
